The  year  1935-36  opened  with  the  Meds-Science  party  victors 
at  the  polls.  The  executive,  headed  by  W.  N.  Simmons,  pledged 
itself  to  an  efficient  administration  and  to  do  all  in  its  power  to 
alleviate  certain  grievances  that  had  in  the  past  been  subject  to 
criticism  by  the  undergraduates  of  Queen's.  Among  these  were 
the  questions  of  free  telephones  for  the  women's  residences,  recog¬ 
nized  aquatic  sports, a  competent  basketball  coach  and  A  M  S.  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Date  Bureau  as  well  as  the  question  of  theft  insurance 
and  the  advisability  of  collecting  subscription  money  for  the  Tricolor 
on  registration.  Various  committees  have  now  been  appointed  to 
investigate  these  matters. 

Probably  the  most  important  feature  of  the  work  done  by  this 
year's  executive  was  in  connection  with  the  attendance  rules  now 
in  force  at  the  university.  Beforethe  end  of  the  first  term  a  trial 
poll,  conducted  by  the  "Journal",  proved  conclusively  that  these  re¬ 
gulations,  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  students,  were  far 
from  satisfactory.  The  executive  has  now  investigated  this  ques¬ 
tion  and,  at  the  time  of  writing,  committees  have  been  appointed 
to  discuss  this  matter  in  detail  with  the  several  faculty  boards. 
Now  that  this  question  has  been  raised  it  is  hoped  that  subsequent 
years  will  show  results  that  will  be  approved  by  both  staff  and 
students.

"The  Tricolor",  1936,  is,  we  feel,  another  milestone  to 
mark  an  already  memorable  year  at  Queen's.  Its  pages 
record  for  posterity  the  history  of  Queen's  University  during 
its  ninety-fourth  session. 

While  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  1935  Tricolor,  the 
present  editor  came  to  the  realization  that  the  then 
existing  selling  price  was  prohibitive  to  the  junior  years. 
During  the  course  of  the  following  summer,  estimates  on 
printing  were  received  from  various  firms.  Finally,  his 
efforts  were  rewarded,  when  printing  quotations  coupled 
with  a  sale  to  the  students  of  more  than  twice  last  years 
circulation,  showed  it  to  be  financially  possible.  The  problem 
then  arose  as  to  how  to  double  the  circulation.  Being  firmly 
convinced  that  the  idea  was  practical,  the  editor  and  staff 
started  in  on  the  advertising  campaign.  Three  months 
or  more  later,  in  January,  1936,  the  515th  subscription  was 
paid  for.  What  had  been  the  dream  of  editors  for  a  decade 
or  more,  had  actually  been  realized,  a  book,  of  interest  to 
and  within  the  reach  of  everyone. 

Many  changes  have  been  made  in  the  book  proper. 
Year  executive  group  photographs  have  had  to  be  deleted 
to  make  room  for  those  of  dances,  plays  and  sports  which 
the  editor  and  staff  feels  will  appeal  more  strongly  to  the 
student  body  as  a  whole.  The  staff  sincerely  hopes  that 
next  year  it  will  be  financially  possible  to  completely 
represent  student  activity. 
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As  a  result  of  the  decorative  photo¬ 
graphy  contributed  by  Messrs.  Hay,  Cooper, 
and  Gilbert,  staff  photographers,  the  editor 
was  able  to  complete  plans  for  the  first 
year  book,  published  for  all  the  student 
body.  To  them,  the  editor,  staff,  and 
students  owe  many  thanks,  for  without 
their  co-operation  few  changes  would  be 
evidenced.

QUEEN’S  JOURNAL 


During  its  sixty-third  year  of  publication  the  Queen's 
Journal  has  maintained  its  policy  of  supporting  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  student  body.  In  a  year  in  which  no  outstanding 
events  have  disturbed  the  calm  of  college  life,  the  Journal 
has  progressively  added  new  features  which  have  found 
general  acceptance  among  the  students.  As  a  dispenser 
of  news  it  has  attempted  to  give  an  unbiased  account  of 
all  activities  within  the  University. 


Through  the  Soap  Box,  a  column  for  the  expression  of 
student  opinion,  a  genial  controversy  raged  over  the  rela¬ 
tive  merits  of  socialism  and  capitalism  which  revealed  the 
seriousness  with  which  undergraduates  are  considering 
social,  political  and  economic  questions.  The  Journal  was 
instrumental  in  arousing  student  interest  in  the  question 
of  compulsory  attendance  and,  after  conducting  a  cam¬ 
paign  in  which  both  sides  were  allowed  an  equal  chance 
to  express  their  views,  a  Journal  Poll  revealed  that  students 
were  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  a  change  in  the  existing 
regulation.

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At  the  same  time,  the  Journal  has  attempted  to  present 
the  news  of  the  campus  as  quickly  and  efficiently  as 
possible.  During  the  B.W.F.  Meet  in  Montreal  two  re¬ 
porters  were  sent  to  cover  the  event  and  bulletins  were 
posted  in  the  Students'  Union  to  enable  students  to  have 
a  bout  by  bout  description  of  the  Meet. 

Many  campus  organizations  have  used  the  columns  of 
the  Journal  to  conduct  discussions  of  their  policies,  and 
the  regular  features,  such  as  the  Campuscope,  At  The 
Theatre,  The  Bookshelf,  and  Sam  Pepys  At  Queen's,  have 
been  eagerly  read  by  the  students.  Editorially,  the  Journal, 
realizing  it  is  the  undergraduates'  newspaper,  has  striven 
to  air  their  grievances  and  preserve  their  privileges.

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HISTORY  OF  THEOLOGY  '36 


Comprising  the  largest  graduating  class  since  Church  Union,  the  class  of  36  has  among 
its  members  graduates  in  Arts  of  the  University  of  Toronto  and  Waterloo  College,  as  well 
as  our  own  Alma  Mater,  who  have  served  in  Mission  Fields  from  the  Peace  River  to  Quebec 

Theology  36  has  been  largely  responsible  for  the  increased  interfaculty  activity  of  the 
University's  smallest  faculty.  In  athletics  Theology  was  well  represented  and  entered  teams  in 
interfaculty  competition  in  hockey,  rugby,  basketball,  track,  and  harriers.  The  intercollegiate 
track  team  had  two  "Theologs"  on  it. 

Debating  has  long  been  a  strong  point  with  Theology  students  and  this  year's  class  was 
no  exception.  In  the  fall  of  1934  a  member  of  36  debated  for  Queen's  against  the  visiting 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  team.  During  this  past  session  the  same  student  and  another  "Theolog" 
represented  Queen's  against  McMaster  University  and  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  in 
radio  debates  sponsored  by  the  Canadian  Radio  Commission. 

Members  of  Theology  36  have  held  various  offices  on  the  campus  chiefly  in  the  Debat¬ 
ing  Union  and  the  A.M.S.  Court.

The  Champion  Queen's  Intercollegiate  Assault  team  went  down  to  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
their  McGill  rivals,  who  won  the  event  for  the  first  time  in  six  years.  The  Tricolor  contingent, 
considerably  weakened  by  graduation  and  retirement,  captured  as  many  events  as  the  new 
champions,  but  were  obliged  to  yield  the  title  on  the  fencing  points,  which  McGill  won  The 
final  score  showed  McGill  5,  Queen's  4-2/3,  Varsity  4,  O.A.C.  3-1/3.

The  Queen's  University  Dramatic  Guild  has  completed  a  most  successful  and  varied 
year,  with  the  plays  that  it  presented  being  typical  of  its  individualism.  What  is  likely  to 
appeal  to  the  public  at  the  moment  is  the  play  that  the  Queen's  dramatic  society  produces. 
On  the  evenings  of  November  12  and  13,  "The  Shining  Hour",  a  psychological  drama  in  three 
acts  by  Keith  Winter  and  directed  by  Mrs  John  G  Goodfellcw,  was  presented  in  Convocation 
Hall.  This  play  was  an  outstanding  success  and  was  rated  as  the  best  amateur  production 
ever  to  be  staged  in  Kingston.  Following  this  triumph  the  Guild  presented  on  the  evenings 
of  November  26  and  27  in  Convocation  Hall  the  three  act  comedy,  "June  Moon"  by  Ring 
Lardner  and  George  S.  Kaufman  and  directed  by  Norman  Carruthers  and  Mrs  G  B.  Reed.  The 
"Campus  Frolics",  directed  by  Lorne  Greene  and  Margery  Morton,  was  presented  in  Convocation 
Hall  on  the  evenings  of  February  4,  5,  and  6.  It  was  a  sparkling  revue  of  hit  songs,  peppy 
co-ed  dancing,  tuneful  singing,  breezy  comedy  skits  and  scintillating  rhythm.  The  Guild  en¬ 
tered  three  plays  in  the  Eastern  Ontario  Dramatic  Festival.  "Waiting  for  Lefty"  by  Clifford 
Odets  and  directed  by  Dorothy  Stuart  and  Mrs.  G.  B.  Reed  won  third  place,  while  "The  Marriage 
Proposal"  by  Anton  Tcheckov  and  "The  Last  Man  In"  by  W  B  Maxwell  both  came  within 
the  first  seven  winners.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  for  the  past  three  years  the  Queen's 
University  Dramatic  Guild  has  entered  a  play  in  the  Drama  Festival  which  has  succeeded  in 
securing  a  position  ahead  of  any  play  presented  by  a  Kingston  dramatic  club,  including  the 
Faculty  Players  of  Queen's  University.  The  Guild  has  been  particularly  fortunate  in  having  as 
its  supervising  director  Mrs.  G.  B,  Reed,  and  in  securing  the  splendid  direction  of  Mrs.  John  G. 
Goodfellow  To  both  of  these  able  directors  it  owes  a  very  large  part  of  its  success.  Stewart 
Young,  Guild  make-up  artist,  deserves  high  credit  for  the  excellent  work  he  did  this  year.
